A COURT RECENTLY RULED THAT THE STATE SHOULD NOT HAVE GRANTED SAND LAND A MINING PERMIT 


Noyac Mine Plows Ahead 
Despite Court Ruling

New York State appeals court recently issued 

a ruling invalidating a Noyac sand mine’s per- 
mit, but the mine is continuing to operate anyway, 
much to the chagrin of its residential neighbors. 

- Surveillance camera footage shared with Dan’s 
Papers shows heavy machinery still working at the 
mine, Sand Land, more than a week after the May 27 
ruling. Southampton Town Supervisor Jay Schnei- 
derman said he personally observed work continu- 
ing at the mine on June 7—three days after the town 
issued a stop-work order for mining at the site. 

“Clearly they're ignoring the stop work order,” 
Schneiderman said. “That is evidenced by what I 
saw yesterday. I observed it myself.” 


A panel of judges with the Appellate Division of 
the state Supreme Court, Third Judicial Depart- 
ment, had overturned a lower court's September 

ruling that affirmed the state Department of En- 
vironmental Conservation (DEC) permit allowing 
Sand Land to operate. 


The DEC did not respond to a request for com- 
ment. Sand Land, which could potentially appeal to 
the state Court of Appeals—the highest court in the 
state —could not be reached for comment. 

The appellate division effectively ruled that the 
DEC erred in granting the permit allowing Sand 
Land to operate in a town where mining is prohib- 
ited. The mine has raised concerns that it could im- 
pact drinking water quality by removing sand that 
filters water seeping into pe aquifer from where 
waterisdrawn. 

“The DEC cares ee about the rule of law and 
even less about protecting our groundwater,” said 
state Assemblyman Fred Thiele (I-Sag Harbor). 
“Sand Land is operating without a permit. The DEC 
should close the mine.” 

Neighbors were equally angered. 

“The Department of Environmental Conserva- 
tion is not living up to its title,” said Elena Loreto, 
president of the Noyac Civic Council. “It is supposed 
to protect the environment. This is a case where the 
DEC is doing the opposite by i ISnORNS the court’s 
ruling.”

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Drag Racing 
Greenlit at EPCAL

( ar enthusiasts who've long sought a place 

./ to drag race on Long Island are cheer- 
ing the Town of Riverhead’s approval of five 
racing events in Calverton this summer, al- 
though residents concerned about noise are 
less enthused. 

The town board approved a request to host 
at the Enterprise Park at Calverton (EPCAL) 
a Race Track Not Street at a Drag Racing Se- 
ries that will run four weekends in August 
and September. The board also approved the 
Scrambul Runway Challenge Drag Racing 
Event set for the last weekend in September. 

Riverhead Town Supervisor Yvette Aguiar 
said she expects the events to be safe and 
be an economic boon for the community. 
The Republican town leader’s Democratic 
challenger in the November elections, Town 
Councilwoman Catherine Kent, abstained 
from the votes. 

Despite assurances from race organiz- 
ers that the races won't be as loud as feared, 
neighbors remain concerned about the po- 
tential for excess noise, environmental dam- 
age and traffic that the events will bring to the 
area.

OLA Gets CDC Grant for Mobile Vax Sites

s the East End was gearing up for Memorial 
Day weekend, Organizacién Latino-Ameri- 
cana of Eastern Long Island received good news 
from the Centers for Disease Control's philanthropic 
CDC Foundation—preliminary approval for a grant 
of around $100,000 as part of the Foundation’s 
project, “Supporting Community-based Organiza- 
tions (CBOs) to Increase Vaccination Coverage.” 
The grant will allow OLA to continue ensuring that 
Latinx and other people of color have access to and 
understand the benefits of the COVID-19 vaccine. 
Since February, the group has been doing this 
work unfunded. OLA has either operated its own 
pop up vaccination sites in East Hampton and 
Greenport, in partnership with Stony Brook South- 
ampton Hospital and Northwell Health respec- 
tively, as well as with nonprofit partners; or it has 
collaborated with houses of worship, schools, and 
local business to ensure that as many East End res- 
idents as possible, including and especially Latinx 
community members, receive the COVID-19 vac- 
cine through intensive one-on-one outreach and 
appointment scheduling. This work has resulted 


directly in more than 2,300 local people receiving 
vaccines. 

Most recently, OLA worked to bring the first 
dose of the Pfizer vaccine to 107 East End Latinx 
community members, including landscapers and 
youth, at one of the area’s largest landscaping com- 
panies, Marders (May 19), and at Springs Food 
Pantry (May 26), located in the Springs Presbyte- 
rian Church. OLA provided several bilingual staff 
members and volunteers to help register people 
on site, answer any questions related to vaccine 
hesitancy, interpret when necessary, guide people 
through the process and share materials related to 
youth mental health and OLA’s Project Hope CO- 
VID crisis counseling program. 

“Tt has been a natural next step for OLA to con- 
nect its developing relationships with health care 
institutions directly to our local workforce and 
other family support networks such as the Springs 
Food Pantry. Both Marders and the pantry were 
encouraging and supportive of these actions,” said 
Minerva Perez, OLA’s Executive Director. “We un- 
derstand our role as creating access to vaccines as 
well as sharing as widely as possible information 
related to vaccines.” 
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Presto Chango: One Day a Dry Depression, 
the Next Day the East Hampton Town Pond!

ust two 
days be- 
fore Memorial 
Day _ weekend, 
earthmovers and 
bulldozers were still 
moving dirt around in a 
depression of the earth that had once 
been Town Pond at the entrance to 
downtown East Hampton. The next 
day, Town Pond was back, its glisten- 
ing waters surging back in and now 
ready once again to host pairs of white 
swans, mallard ducks, fish, turtles 
along with children on the shore oper- 
ating remote-controlled sailboats. 

It was as if the pond had never been 
drained, patched, its muck taken out 
and its bottom scrubbed for the prior 
four months. 

Yes, it’s true. The beautiful town 
pond in East Hampton is a fake. It was 
for thousands of years just a buggy 
swamp. But then around 1880, the citi- 
zens of this community together with 
the newly arrived high society sum- 
mer people from New York drained the 
swamp, put in a bottom and sides and 
made it into the town’s pride and joy. 

Of course, it was easy to make 
this happen back then. At high 
tide, the nearby Hook Pond would 
overflow into the swamp. With just 
a few tricks involving underground 
outfall pipes, water pumps and drain- 
age basins, voila. Everybody loves the 
pond—except every quarter-century it 
would have to be demucked. 

I vividly remember the last time the 
muck had to be taken out. of the pond. 
It was around 1990. That summer, the 
powers that be at Village Hall voted to 
have bulldozers and backhoes come in 
after dark and drive into the pond—it’s 
only 3 feet deep—to begin scooping th 
muck off the bottom. A huge load of 
dripping wet muck 10 feet. high was 
piled high along the eastern shore 
that night. The town fathers thought 
that by working at night—it might take 
three or four nights—they could get it

all de-mucked without disturbing the 
citizenry. But they never got past that 
first night. 

It was the people from the social 
set who had awakened the following 
morning to see this huge and very dis- 
turbing pile of muck defacing Town 
Pond. Alarmed, they called the au- 
thorities. The muck must be removed 
immediately. The next night, the exist- 
ing muck got hauled off and that ended 
the project — incomplete and nipped in 
the bud. 

During that summer, I had our 
Dan’s Papers office on Main Street in 
Bridgehampton and at the end of the 
workday would drive, passing Town 
Pond, to my home in Springs, East 
Hampton. On closing days, the day 
the paper went to the printer, the end 
of the day was sometimes at 2 a.m. the 
following morning. And so it was that 
one particular night a few weeks later, 
I was driving home at that hour, got 
to the turn where you first see Town 
Pond and to my amazement, my car’s 
headlights shone onto the pond and 
maybe a dozen men wearing rubber 
waders and carrying flashlights while 
standing waist deep in the pond doing 
something. 

I pulled over, got my camera out 
and walked over. It was quite a scene. 
Three pickup trucks were parked 
alongside the pond. Something by the 
Rolling Stones was thumping out from 
a boombox tape deck radio in the back 
of one of the trucks. A few black Lab 
dogs were running back and forth on 
the shore. The people in the pond I now 
realized were local baymen — Bonack- 
ers — scraping the bottom of the pond 
with clam rakes, lifting muck dripping 
wet out of the water and dropping it 
into floating fruit baskets set into in- 
flatable rubber donuts — the usual ap- 
paratus used when going clamming. I 
knew some of the men. 

I can’t say they were happy to see me, 
the editor of Dan’s Papers, with a cam- 
era. But a few did reluctantly answer 
my questions when I asked them what 
they were doing.

It turned: out the village, having 
been berated by high society for hav- 
ing an alarming amount of muck on

for all to see, day and night, for four 
months. .

Elections Heat Up: 


Voters to Decide Key Village Races,

VILLAGE ELECTIONS ARE ON JUNE 15 AND 18 AND EARLY VOTING IN TOWN PRIMARIES STARTS.ON JUNE 12.

B eaches won't be the only place 
people will be flocking to in the 
Hamptons this June. This month is 
also time for voters to hit the polls for 
some pivotal local elections. 

There are a total of 15 local races on 
ballots this month. Seven of the 10 vil- 
lages on the East End have elections 
in June, when two of the region’s five 
towns also have another eight prima- 
ries between them. While a handful 
of the village races are uncontested 
and some town primaries will decide 
which candidate will get a minor-party 
line on Election Day, a few races are 


particularly spicy. 

Chief among them is the June 18 
rematch between freshman South- 
ampton Village Mayor Jesse War- 
ren and his predecessor, Michael 
Irving, who Warren unseated two 
years ago. The race proved notable 
for its rare influx of outside cam- 
paign influence, most notably from 
the Long Island Law Enforcement 
Foundation, the Suffolk County Po- 
lice Benevolent Association’s super 
PAC, which has sent mailers attack- 
ing Warren, who has been in a pub- 
lic feud with the village police chief 
over spending. The mailers errone- 
ously claim Warren associated with 


a pimp. 

“What we're seeing right now is the 
worst of the worst,” Warren said dur- 
ing a debate hosted by the Express 
News Group. “While I am appalled, I 
believe that most of our residents are 
appalled as well.” 

While Warren insisted that his 
campaign is focusing on his admin- 
istration’s accomplishments, Irving 
blamed Warren for the harsh tone of 
the race. 

“The tactics that have developed in 
the last two years is a direct result of 
the individual that is mayor,” Irving 
responded. “I don’t endorse any of 
these childish advertisements.” 


Town Primaries 


It’s not the only village mayoral 
contest on the East End. First-term 
Sag Harbor Mayor Kathleen Mulcahy 
is facing a challenge from three-term 
Trustee James Larocca on June 15. 

“I am breaking a promise to my- 
self that I was never going to run for 
mayor because in the last couple of 
years I have become deeply, mortally 
worried about this community that we 
all love,” Larocco told another ENG 
debate. 

“We got a lot done in the last two 
years, despite the pandemic,” Mulcahy 
responded, emphasizing that she will 
maintain an open-door policy and col- 
laborative approach.

VILLAGE TRUSTEE RACES 

Of the seven East End villages in 
which trustee elections are on ballots 
this month, only two feature a contest- 
ed race. They also happen to be in Sag 
Harbor and Southampton villages. 

Bayard Fenwick, a local real estate 
agent and assistant captain of the Sag 
Harbor Fire Department, is making it 
a three-way race for Sag Harbor Trust- 
ees Aidan Corish and Robert Plumb, 
who are running for re-election. 

In the Village of Southampton, in- 
cumbent trustees and Irving allies 
Mark Parash and Andrew Pilaro are 
running for re-election against chal- 


lengers Robin Brown and Roy Steven- 


son. 

Of the remaining five uncontested 
East End village races, two feature 
fresh faces, while the other three are 
incumbents running uncontested. 

On June 18, Village of Sagaponack 
incumbent Trustee William Barbour 
is seeking re-election unopposed and 


Carrie Thayer Crowley is running un- 


contested for the seat being vacated by 
Joy Sieger, the deputy mayor. 


On June 15, North Haven Village 


Trustee Terie Diat is seeking re-elec- 
tion unopposed and Chris Fiore is 
running uncontested for the seat va- 
cated by A. James Laspesa. 

And on June 18, six incumbents are 
running uncontested re-election cam- 
paigns in three villages. They include 


Quogue village trustees Randy Cardo 


-and Ted Necarsulmer, Westhampton 


Beach village trustees Rob Rubio and 


Brian Tymann and West- Hampton 


Dunes village trustees Gary Trimarchi 
and John J. Efff Jr. 

In Dering Harbor, incumbent 
Trustee Ari Benacerraf ran re-election 


unopposed on May 28 and Brandon 


Rose won the seat left vacant by Clora 
Kelly, who resigned from the board in 
March. 

The Village of East Hampton does 
not have any elections this month and 
the Village of Greenport held its elec- 
tions in March. 


TOWN PRIMARIES 
Some East End voters, depending 
upon their party registration, will have 
a chance to vote in eight primaries 
across two South Fork towns when the 
early voting period starts on June 12 
ahead of the June 20 primary day. 
The most high profile primary is 
in the Town of East Hampton, where 
Councilman Jeffrey Bragman is chal- 
lenging Supervisor Peter Van Scoyoc 
to decide who will get the Democratic 
line in the November elections. 
Democratic voters will also decide 
which two candidates win the three- 
way race for the Dem line in the East 
Hampton town board race: John P. 
Whelan, Cathy A. Rogers or Kathee 
Burke-Gonzalez. That’s in addition to

10 candidates running for nine Demo- 
cratic lines in the East Hampton town 
council race. 

Democrats, Conservatives and 
Working Families Party members will 
also decide five primaries in the Town 
of Southampton. 

Three of those primaries are in the 
race for town justice. Of four incum- 
bent justices, two have terms that 
expire this December. Deborah E. 
Kooperstein is not seeking re-election, 
but Barbara L. Wilson is, and she’s 
running in all three primaries. Wil- 
son is facing Adam B. Grossman and 
Shari P. Oster in the Democratic race, 
Bryan L. Browns and Patrick J Gunn 
in the Conservative primary, as well as 
Browns, Oster and Grossman for the 
Working Families Party line. 

Rounding out the Southampton pri- 
maries are two more Working Fami- 
lies Party races. Thomas F. Neely and 
Marc Braeger are seeking the nod in 
the race to replace outgoing South- 
ampton Town Highway Superinten- 
dent Alex D. Gregor. 

And there are four seeking that 
party’s line in the town council race: 
Miranda P. Schultz, Sean P. McArdle, 
Robin L. Long, and Tommy John 
Schiavoni, the lone incumbent in that 
primary.

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Our Amazing History: 


The 1653 Invasion

D id you ever wonder if the leader 
of a hostile enemy force ever put 
his finger on a map of the Hamptons 
and told his men, “Okay, let’s do it?” 
Well, it’s happened. Four times. Guns 
blazing. It happened in 1653, in 1777, 
in 1812 and in 1942. One time in each 
of the last four centuries. Here is the 
account from 1653. 


THE SURPRISE ATTACK ON 
THE MONTAUKETTS 

In 1635, an English engineer named 
Lion Gardiner living in Holland was 
brought across the Atlantic to erect 
one of his forts around Old Saybrook, 
Conn., an English outpost under at- 
tack from the vicious Pequot Indians. 
As he was also a soldier, his job also 
included fighting the Pequots. 

With the Pequots mostly subdued, 
Lion Gardiner was, for his efforts, giv- 


en an island off the coast of Amagan- 
sett on which to settle with his family. 
It came to be called Gardiners Island. 
There, in 1639, he befriended the lead- 
er of the peaceful Montaukett Indians, 
Wyandanch. Wyandanch asked Gar- 
diner to protect them from the Niantic 
Indians, who, with the Pequots gone, 
were led by their chief Ningret and en- 
dangering the Montauketts and other 
more peaceful tribes. Gardiner agreed 
to the request. 

But that didn’t stop Ninigret from 
leading a surprise attack on a Mon- 
taukett wedding party in 1653. The 
Niantics came in canoes, which they 
paddled across Long Island Sound, 
killed 30 people, including the groom, 
and kidnapped the bride—Wyan- 
danch's daughter—taking her with 
them when they left. 

Gardiner, to help his bereaved 
friend, went off on a peaceful mis- 
sion across Long Island Sound to pay

a ransom to Ninigret. He succeeded 
and brought the daughter back to her 
father. 

Lion Gardiner is buried in the South 
End Burying Ground at Town Pond in 
East Hampton. An overly large sar- 
cophagus of him is at his grave. He is 
seen lying on his back holding a sword 
on his chest. He is dressed in medi- 
eval armor that includes a helmet and 
chest plate. 


EAST HAMPTON HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


We know about this because Lion 
Gardiner wrote about it 1660. Dur- 
ing his retirement he wrote a 60-page 
account of his life in America at the 


‘fort in Connecticut, including bloody 


battles he fought there. He wrote it in 
longhand of course, but was filed away 
and not rediscovered until early in 
the 19th century. It is available on 
Amazon under the title A History of 
the Pequot War.

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Beloved Animator Don Duga 
Known Best For His Work On Frosty The Snowman And Other 
Holiday Classics, Dies At 87 


D onald “Don” Jerome Duga, re- 


nowned animator whose work 
included iconic favorites such as 
Frosty the Snowman, Rudolph. the 
Red-Nosed Reindeer, Santa Claus is 
Coming to Town, Mr. Magoo and the 
Emmy-nominated The Little Drum- 
mer Boy, died May 30 in Westhamp- 
ton. He was 87. 

The fun-loving Duga had an innate 
connection with the magic of child- 
hood that he carried into his art. Duga 
was fittingly best known for his work 
on Frosty the Snowman, which de- 
buted on television in 1969 and ran 
once a year ever since, and which 
taught millions of viewers the values 
of friendship, sacrifice and the magic 
of believing. 

Donald Duga was born on Janu- 
ary 1, 1934 in Hollywood, California. 
After serving in the U.S. Army during 
the Korean War, he earned a Bachelor 
of Fine Arts from the Chouinard Art 
Institute, where he planned to be an 
abstract artist. His life changed while 
studying with the famous animator 
Don Graham, who was hired by Dis- 
ney to teach the animators how to 
draw Snow White. 

“I was never going to be in anima- 
tion,” Duga once told Dan’s Papers. 
“I was going to be a painter. But my 
drawing teacher said that you actually 
get paid if you do animation.” 

After graduation he worked for 
United Pictures Association, which 
produced Mr. Magoo for television. 
MDuga once described his big break 
into the industry working on Mr. Ma- 


goo, the creation of legendary John’ 


Hubley, who was blacklisted by oa 
ator Joseph McCarthy in the 1950s. 
Duga was called on to replace the 


__ head writer and took on all the as- 
__ pects of creating the animation, in- 


cluding writing the stories, creating 


__ the storyboards, layouts and design. 


A few years later, he. drove his 


_ Volkswagen bus across the country, 
winding up in New York City. He 
_ landed a position as an art director 
__ for movies, television and commer- 


cials at Pelican Films, an animation 


__ studio on Madison Avenue. 


“Animation was hot back then, 
_ and it was a whole new experience 


to work in the New York atmo- 
_ sphere,” Duga told Newsday. While 


in New York, he met fellow artist 
Irra Vertbitsky, whom he later married. 

Duga decided to try a new adventure 
when he found out he could ship his 
VW bus to Belgium for only $200. He 
and Verbitsky traveled around Europe 
before settling in Rome and then Milan, 
Italy, creating animation for . Olivetti 
typewriters and other Italian products. 
They later moved back to Manhattan, 
married, and formed their own anima- 
tion company, Polestar Films and As- 
sociated Arts, in 1976. 

Mr. Duga’s storied career in anima- 
tion included working with Rankin/ 
Bass Animated Entertainment, Ses- 
ame Street and individual animators 
such as Seamus Culhane and others. 
His work ran the gamut from the 
iconic Christmas specials, to Saturday 
morning cartoon classics such as The 
Jackson Sive and The Osmonds, edu- 
cational triumphs such as Owen (nar- 


rated by Sarah Jessica Parker) and 


Goodnight, Gorilla, as well as pop cul- 
ture favorites like Mad Monster Party 
(with Phyllis Diller and Boris Karloff) 
and The Last Unicorn (featuring Mia 
Farrow and Jeff Bridges). Duga and 
Verbitsky won several awards includ- 
ing the prestigious Carnegie Medal for 
Best Children’s film of the year and the 
ASIFA East Award for their work on 
Owen. 

Duga firmly believed in the artistic 
underpinnings of animation. — 

“I learned Renaissance techniques 
in art school that have helped me with 
animation,” he once enthusiastically 
told a reporter. “Animation should 
have started in the Renaissance. Only 
the camera hadn’t been invented yet.” 


Much of Duga’s work was in continuity 


design, essentially giving the characters _ 


life. “I work out the whole sequence, 
the continuity, the shot plot, I bring the 


emotion to it. The board is the key that 


makes the whole film work,” Duga was 
once quoted as saying. 

Don Duga was a mentor to up-and- 
coming animators, teaching for 50 


years at the School of Visual Arts in 


Manhattan. Much-loved by his stu- 
dents, Duga formed lifelong bonds 
with many of them as they pursued 
their own careers in the “art of anima- 
tion” as Duga always referred to it. He 
taught his students classical anima- 
tion techniques including hand-drawn 
storyboards and individually painted 
backgrounds. 

Duga lived much of his life with his 
family in Greenwich Village, in New 
York City. In his later years he spent 
most of his time in the family sum- 


mer home in Baiting Hollow, where he 
enjoyed kayaking and socializing on 
his beloved beach. He was a staple of 
the East End arts community, hosting 
annual art shows and crafting several 
special covers for Dan’s Papers, con- 
sidered the artistic apex of the Hamp- 
tons. 

Duga was predeceased by his sister, 
Sharon Kamens, and his brother, Law- 
rence Duga. — 

He is survived by his ae Irra Ver- 
bitsky, his daughter, Amanita Duga- 
Carroll, his son, Brady Duga, and four 
grandchildren, Jacob, Kyle, Lila and 
Cameron, as well as his son-in-law 
Bruce Carroll and daughter-in-law 
Gina Pisello. 

Donald Duga donated his body to 
science, therefore there will not be a 
funeral. The family will have a private 
gathering, with plans for public me- 
morial later this summer.

GEORGE BALANCHINE 


George Balanchine 
(1904-1983) 


According to Fisehl,“George Balanchine is the saint of the musicality of 
precision and beauty of bodies in motion. He is also the saint of refugees, 
geniuses and those light on their feet.” 

George Balanchine was one of the 20th century’s most important choreog- 
raphers. Called the father of American ballet, he co-founded the New York City 
Ballet and remained its Artistic Director for more than 35 years. 

Balanchine took the standards and technique from his time at the Imperial 


Ballet School of St. Petersburg and fused it with other schools of movement that ~ 


he had adopted during his tenure on. Broadway and in Hollywood, creating his 
signature “neoclassical style.” 

“Mr. B,” as he was affectionately known, worked extensively with leading com- 
posers of his time like Igor Stravinsky and Paul Hindemith. After forming his 
_ own company Les Ballets, collaborating with Bertolt Brecht and Kurt Weill, he 
was invited to America in 1933 by the young arts patron Lincoln Kirstein. To- 
gether they founded the School of American Ballet, and it was also with Kirstein 
that Balanchine co-founded the New York City Ballet. Balanchine also spent ex- 
tensive time on the West Coast, creating dances for movies, and briefly served as 
choreographer for the Ballet Russe de Monte Carlo. 

George Balanchine is interred at the Oakwood Cemetery in Sag Harbor, his 
grave a shrine for dancers and other entertainers. .

HERMAN MELVILLE 


Herman Melville 


(1819-1891) 


“Herman Melville is the saint of writers with literary am- 
bition of biblical proportion and moral perspective, harsh 
lessons, savage truths and ferocious seas,” offers Fischl. 

Herman Melville was an American novelist, short story 
writer, and poet. Among his best-known works are Moby- 
Dick; or, The Whale (4851), Typee (1846), a romanticized ac- 
count of his experiences in Polynesia, and Billy Budd, Sailor, 
a posthumously published novella. Moby-Dick; or, The 
Whale is considered one of the greatest American novels. 

Sag Harbor is mentioned several times in Melville’s Moby- 
Dick—in one instance as a model of depravity, as the “savage” 
harpooner Queequeg recounts: “But, alas! the practices of 


whalemen soon convinced him that even Christians could be 


both miserable and wicked; infinitely more so, than all his fa- 
ther’s heathens. Arrived at last in old Sag Harbor; and seeing 
what the sailors did there; and then going on to Nantucket, 
and seeing how they spent their wages in that place also, poor 
Queequeg gave it up for lost. Thought he, it’s a wicked world 
in all meridians; I’ll die a pagan.”

Forensic Science, Art & Environmentalism: o : 


The Mistory of Hannaford Studios

i. art tells a story—great art 
galleries are a story. The history 
of Hannaford Studios comprises one 
fascinating chapter after another. 
Founder Jennifer Hannaford was a 
forensic scientist for 25 years, receiv- 
ing her Masters in biomedical foren- 
sic science from Boston University in 
2013. In this line of work, she experi- 
enced the harsh extremes of human 
nature and sought out art to get in 
touch with her natural creative side. 
She began with mug shots made en- 
tirely with fingerprints and expanded 
her subject scope and style from there. 
With her background in forensics, 
Hannaford has a rare understand- 


ing of the way the human body looks. 


and reacts underwater, leading to the 
stunningly lifelike underwater figura- 
tive oil paintings for which she is most 
well-known. 

In May 2019, Hannaford opened 
Hannaford Studios in Patchogue 
where she has displayed and sold her 
gorgeous works, as well as pieces by 
wildlife artist Aubrey Ashburn and a 
number of guest artists. Hannaford 
even began offering custom works to 
those who desire swimming portraits. 
The seaside gallery was quickly be- 


coming one of the most popular in the 


area, then March 2020 happened. 
Not one year after opening, her 
business was declared non-essential 
and forced to close in the early months 
' of the pandemic. Neighboring busi- 
ness Simple Good, Long Island’s first 
zero-waste lifestyle shop, received the 


same fate, and owner Melanie Gonza- 
lez and Hannaford were unsure if their 
businesses would survive long in such 
a state. The two began to brainstorm 
ways they could collaborate to create a 
unique new concept that would func- 
tion as more than a retail space—a 
community resource that helped drive 
environmental change by educating 
the community on planet-minded 
practices. 

The pair welcomed the public to 
the opening of the Long Island Center 
of Environmental Activism (LICEA) 
on April 10, 2021. LICEA is located 
at Hannaford Studios and offers art, 
retail, programs for all ages, guest 
speakers and classes on how to reduce 
waste, recycle, compost and choose 
sustainable products that are better 
for the Earth. Hannaford and Gonza- 
lez envision a Long Island that stands 
as an example of how to lead the fight 
against climate change. 

“Meeting Melanie was learning how 
lacking I am in knowledge about what 
our daily activities are doing to our 
environment and what we are leav- 
ing for future generations to inherit,” 
Hannaford says. “While that realiza- 
tion was initially overwhelming, I have 
learned that there is a starting place 
for anyone who wants to make change 
for the better. And we welcome all to 
our space no matter where they are on 
the journey. The most exciting thing I 
hear daily at work is, ‘How can I get 
involved?’ This reminds me that there 
is a lot of hope, even in difficult times.” 

With the exciting new project, came 
another shift in Hannaford’s artistic

focus. Her expanded repertoire now 
features many Long Island landscapes 
that showcase the beauty of the local 
environment, beaches and water. 

“My nephew, photographer Miles 
Hannaford, and I had underwater 
swimming commissions lined up for 
the summer of 2019, all of which we 
canceled due to distancing concerns,” 
Hannaford explains. “With those 
works off the table, my focus shifted. 
With a bit of extra time, I started walk-

ing in nature during the pandemic. 
During difficult times, we look for 
silver linings, and reconnecting with 


nature was one of them. My paintings 


are my depictions of some of these 
moments walking on Long Island, 
mostly at sunrise. It has been a pleas- 
ant surprise to have folks come into 
the gallery, recognize locations and 
share their experiences.” 

Hannaford Studios is _ also 
showcasing a one-of-a-kind upcycled 
wine barrel installation by Douglas 
Ball, which Hannaford considers 
“especially exciting in that we live 
close to the beautiful wine trail on 
the North Fork.” Plenty more planet- 
minded pieces by students and adults 
are expected to grace the gallery in 
the future. LICEA is also launching a 
nonprofit to help fund environmental 
education programs and a library for 
children and adults. 

“We are just starting, and we know 
it will be a lot of work, but there is 
so much interest already,” says Han- 
naford. “And that is giving us the fuel 
we need to push forward.”

Checking in on Hamptons Summer 


2021 Artists-in-Residence

eing selected as an artist-in resi- 
dence at one of the East End’s cul- 
tural institutions is a great honor any 
time of year, but getting selected in 
the height of the Hamptons season is 
a special kind of honor. Discover what 
the East End’s artists-in-residence are 
working on this summer. 
At Elaine de Kooning House in East 
Hampton, German-born artist Jose- 
phine Meckseper has been hard at 


work expanding her large-scale assem- © 


blages, spray-paint works, short films 


and a diary of the studio since May and 


will continue to develop her diverse 
projects through August. These proj- 
ects were birthed during the pandem- 
ic, when she began recycling various 
objects and film props lying around 
her studio, spray-painting their silhou- 
ettes on drop cloth and denim fabric 
and recording the process on film. 

“I had known about Josephine’s work 
and been a fan, and a friend, Edsel 
Williams, introduced me to Josephine 
early in the year,” says Elaine de Koon- 
ing House owner Chris Byrne. “We don’t 
have an application or anything, we just 
work through recommendation, know- 
ing people and their work and meeting 
them. We take a very personal since it’s 
Elaine de Kooning house with the at- 
tached studio, so it’s a little bit differ- 
ent with more of a domestic feel.” 

“Growing up in the artist community 
of Worpswede in Northern Germany, I 
remember the distinct smell of oil, tur- 
pentine and cigarettes in my father’s 
studio,” Meckseper recalls. “Similar 
to the Elaine de Kooning House, his 
studio was surrounded by trees and 
plants that touched the glass of the 
skylights in the wind. One hundred 
miles from New York, Elaine clearly 
put a lot of thought and consideration 
into the design of her studio. The north 
light bouncing off the originally pale 
apricot colored floor paint inspired by 


Willem de Kooning’s paintings, and 
the vaulted ceiling create a sense of 
being inside the belly of a ship. Silhou- 
ettes of switch cane and porcelain from 
Elaine’s house make their way into my 
new works, floating transparently like 
the glass in my vitrine works. I sense 
her spirit late at night when I have my 
most creative moments.” 

A cocktail reception is being planned 
for later this summer. Visit elaine- 
dekooninghouse.org for more informa- 
tion. 

Over at Guild Hall in East Hampton, 
the Community Artist-in-Residence 
program is underway. This new sum- 
mer residency program started last year 
during the pandemic as a response to 
the Guild House. Artist-in-Residence 
program that invites national and inter- 
national artists to the museum ’int the 
early spring and late fall. The summer 
2021 artist selections are Scott Blue- 


dorn, Andrina Wekontash Smith and > 


an artist collective with Brenna Leaver, 
Devon Leaver and Julian Alvarez. 
They will be working with Guild Hall’s 
Learning and Public Engagement staff 
to realize and produce socially engaged 
work throughout the residency. 

“We. were specifically looking for 
artists who are practicing and are in- 
terested in socially engaged participa- 
tory art,” says Anthony Madonna, Guild 
Hall’s Patti Kenner Senior Associate 
for Learning and Public Engagement. 
“Scott Bluedorn, the Apex Ape collec- 
tive and Andrina Wekontash Smith— 
through their work they’re all either 
questioning or revisiting the history of 
our area or really provoking us to exam- 
ine different interactions we have.” - 

East Hampton artist Scott Blue- 
dorn’s residency project focuses on 
the history, practice and revitalization 
of the Tile Club, a group of late 19th- 
century artists including Winslow 
Homer, William Merritt Chase and 
Stanford White who met and painted 
on decorative tiles, often en plein air, on 


the East End. Throughout the summer, 
Bluedorn will guide several open studio 
workshops (June 19, July 17 and August 
21) and plein air painting sessions (June 
30, July 28 and August 25) in which 
participants will work on ceramic tiles, 
one of which participants will be asked 
to donate for a public exhibition in the 


fall. A talk will be given during the ex- 


hibition to discuss the historic signifi- 
cance of this artist group and highlight 
the Guild Hall Permanent Collection 
Tile Club Doors as well as the tiles cre- 
ated by the community during this resi- 
dency project. 

“Tm excited to work outside with the 
community through a series of work- 
shops that will involve history, landscape 
and self-expression,” Bluedorn says. 

During her residency, Shinnecock 
storyteller-writer-director-performer 
Andrina Wekontash Smith will 
collaborate on an installation piece with 
the Guild Hall Teen Arts Council titled 
“Racial Undertones: An Exploration of 
Race on the East End,” which will devel- 
op from the explorations they have as a 
group. Students will explore their expe- 
rience, awareness or ignorance of race 
and racism on the East End by utilizing 
prompts, readings and open dialogues 
as a jumping off point. 

“The landscape of the Hamptons 
has shifted rapidly. The diversity of my 
youth that once existed is no longer,” 
Smith shares. “This project intends on 
acknowledging the legacy of racism on 
the East End and its frequent prolifera- 
tion within our communities. My work 
has frequently centered itself around 
the dynamics of race and class in the 
Hamptons. This collaboration offers a 
unique chance for artists to dive into 
their racial experiences while docu- 
menting the very real and present un- 
derbelly of racial trauma that the East 
End frequently ignores.” 

The collective of Brenna Leaver, 
Devon Leaver and Julian Alavarez 
will be working on a new film project 


BLUEDORN, SMITH, BREANNA LEAVER, 
ALVAREZ, DEVON LEAVER & MECKSEPER 
called Apex Ape. Inspired by the Apex 
Department Store in Pawtucket, Rhode 
Island, which welcomed the masses 


from 1969 until its closure in 2021, Apex 


Ape features documentary interviews 
and dramatic footage of an alleged 
1986 sighting of an albino ape scaling 
the building, as well as his ultimate fate 
when the building is finally demolished. 
To develop the content, characters and 
screenplay, the collective will be host- 
ing several community roundtables 
with East End residents regarding 
the changing face of the Hamptons, 


‘the death of mom-and-pop shops, the 


transformation of East Hampton’s store 
fronts, local legends and the future of 
the East End community. The film will 
be produced in partnership with LTV 
and be screened at an off-site location 
toward the end of August. 

“Our collective is focused on filming 
creature-centric stories that explore 
macroscopic ideas through fantasti- 
cal design,” Devon Leaver explains. 
“Our most recent endeavor, Apex Ape, 
is an original creature and film created 
through the Guild Hall Community Art- 
ist Residency that will explore the death 
of brick and mortar, and the changing 


- nature of consumerism through the lens 


‘of dead-malls and local legend. The pan- 
demic has changed the American image, 
shuttering stores and emptying streets. 
It is our goal to blend fantasy with real- 
ity through the creation of our new ape 
character and explore how the inability 
to adapt to a changing environment in- 
evitably leaves stragglers in the lurch.”

Past, Present, Future— 


RAPHAEL WINERY

he East End is still home to many 
family businesses that have stood 
the test of time, pandemic and online 
shopping, and one especially shin- 
ing example among them is Raphael 
Winery, part of a family of businesses 
owned and operated by the Petrocelli 
clan—including Preston House & Ho- 
tel, Atlantis Banquets, Long Island 
Aquarium and J. Petrocelli Construc- 
tion. 
Founded by general contractors 


John and Joan Petrocelli in the early 
1990s, Raphael gets its name from 
John’s father, an oenophile and home 
winemaker. After purchasing 50 acres 
of farmland and agreeing to perma- 
nently preserve 40 acres as such, the 
Italian monastery-esque winery was 
built on the remaining 10 acres while 
the soil was allowed to rest after the 
previous owner had rented it out for 


the growing of potatoes and other veg- 


etables. 
“Tt gave us time to research and 
find people to help us create what we 


wanted to do,” says Raphael Wine Club 
Manager, Special Events Coordina- 
tor and daughter of the founders Julie 
Petrocelli Vergari. “We worked with 
Steve Mudd’s father, David, and Steve 


as well, and we decided that, because 


of our terroir, we wanted to go with a 
Bordeaux-style farming plan.” 

Red varietals chosen included mer- 
lot, cabernet franc, petit Verdot, mal- 
bec and cabernet sauvignon, and white 
varietals included sauvignon blanc 
and Riesling. The initial planting took 
place in 1996 with two-year-old vines 


purchased from a nursery upstate. Lo- 
cated in Peconic, the winery’s original 
winemaker Richard Olsen-Harbich 
helped the family connect with Paul 
Pontallier from Chateau Margaux in 
France to consult and help design the 
winemaking area. The winery design, 
starting 12 feet underground, utilizes 
gravity flow and natural temperature 
regulation for maximum energy effi- 
ciency. 

By 2006, the Petrocelli family had 
purchased an additional 20 acres from 
a neighboring farm and planted their 
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first pinot noir. This sizeable addition 
made the winery team’s commitment 
to nurturing and picking grapes by 
hand an even greater labor of love. 
“Where does the wine grow? We 
want it to grow in a happy place and 
create nice fruit for us,” Petrocelli Ver- 


gari says. “We get the most out of the © 


vineyard as we can, but we also drop 
some fruit during certain times of the 
year if it’s too much on the plant. We 
don’t want to overstress the plant— 
wed rather get more quality than 
quantity.” 

In 2012, popular East End vintner 
Anthony Nappa took the reins of Ra- 
phael’s wine production after Olsen- 
Harbich left, though John Petrocelli 
initially had slight reservations about 
the hiring decision. “When Rich decid- 
ed to leave, Anthony had interviewed 
for the job, and my father, a stern 
Italian, was a little upset because he 
knew that Anthony had his own la- 
bel,” Petrocelli Vergari explains. “But 
we liked the fact that he’s a business- 
man himself and knows that we have 
to make money at the end of the day. 
We're really lucky to have him, plus 
his [label’s] wines are totally different 
than our wines.” 

By 2016, the team realized they 

had an overabundance of merlot and, 
at Nappa’s request, grafted clippings 
of Steve Mudd’s. pinot grigio onto six 
acres of merlot. The young plants are 
expected to begin producing the new 
varietal by 2026. _ 
_ Throughout Raphael's history, many 
Petrocelli family members have con- 
tributed to the thriving business—in- 
cluding Petrocelli Vergari’s children, 
her sister JoAnn, nephew Jerome, 
nieces Jill and Jennifer and Diandra 
Petrocelli-Schultz. “We all work to- 
gether, all listen to each other and all 
respect each other,” Petrocelli Vergari 
says of the winemaking and manage- 
ment teams. 


“T like a family member here when - 


we're open. I have great staff and a 
great team, but I do feel it’s nice for 
people to see a family member here 


every time when we're open,” Petro-— 


celli Vergari says. “I’ve pretty much 
been involved since day one, because 
my husband (General Manager Joseph 
Vergari) is a chef, and I’m a wedding 
planner, so my father was like, ‘Oh, 
you can do events here!"” 

While her father and mother, now 
go and 88, founded the winery, they 
“never really had anything to do 
with” the- day-to-day management 
and winemaking. “My parents drink 
Johnnie Walker Black—they’re scotch 
drinkers,” she jokes. 

The lineup of recently released 
wines is as enticing as can be, though 
it comes after a time of great chal-

lenge on Long Island. “The last couple 
of years have been pretty challenging 
for the region—the 2017, 18, ’19—but 
the 2020 is going to be phenomenal, 
so were really excited about the 2020 
vintage,” Petrocelli Vergari shares. 
“We did an estate malbec with the 
2017 vintage; that’s a new release for 
us that’s so delicious. I did a tasting 
the other day, and it’s got blueberry, 
blackberry, such great flavor to it. Our 


2020 vintage has just been released, » 


and that’s the cab blanc, pinot grigio

and rosé of pinot noir. Those are our 
three new white releases, and they’re 
just so delicious and a little different. 
That’s the beauty of our region, it’s not 
going to be the same every vintage; 
there’s always going be a slight little 
nuance that’s going to change the fla- 
vors or the profile.” 

Those who visited Raphael during 
the pandemic may find some of the 
new procedures still in place, as many 
of these changes created benefits be- 
yond the realm of health. “We do like 


the seated tasting,” she says. “It’s been 
nice to have people sit and enjoy the 
flight. And we kind of like the reser- 
vation thing, because you can man- 
age what we have. Staff is an issue, so 
were better able to control that. (With 
the old way) you can pack the people 
in, but can you take care of them?” 

Looking forward, Raphael hopes 
to restart winery tours, host private 
events year-round and bring back the 
winter cabin fever series. The team is 
also striving to add more club mem- 
bers and educate them on the fascinat- 
ing winemaking process. “Our wine 
club is so supportive of us,” says Petro- 
celli Vergari. “They come in and they 
feel like they’re coming home—that’s 
the point that we want to make, so that 
our visitors come back.” 

Petrocelli Vergari’s influence in 
the Long Island wine scene stretches 
beyhonf Raphael, however, as she is 
on the board of the Long Island Wine 
Council and is working with her fellow 
members to “rebrand the whole wine 
region.” She continues,” We’re working 
on doing regional events with Stony 
Brook University, and that’s hope- 
fully going to be happening this fall, 
maybe November. We're also working 
on a [program] where if restaurants 
carry like at least 50% of Long Island 
wines, they get a special medallion on 
their wine list and free access to Long 
Island Wine’s website. In 2023, it’ll be 
50 years that we’ve been making wine 
in the region, so we're getting ready for 
a big anniversary.”

Chef Ursula XVII is a passion- 
ate chocolatier who has trained with 
world-renowned pastry chefs while 
working at several Michelin-starred 
restaurants and shops in Europe and 
the United States. A New York City 
native with family roots in Catalonia, 
Ursula spent most of her summers in 
Barcelona, where she embarked on 
any baking project she could find. Af- 
ter college, she decided to pursue for- 
mal training as a pastry chef. 

While attending The French Pastry 
School in Chicago, Ursula staged at 
Blackbird restaurant. Upon gradu- 
ating in 2012, she returned to New 
York City for an externship at Per Se, 
making petit fours, bonbons, cara- 


mels, pate de fruits and macarons. - 


Her first professional position was at 
Michael White’s Michelin starred Ai 
Fiori, where she spent five years work- 
ing with pastry chef Alina Martell, 
mastering presentation and creating 
plated desserts, including ice creams 
and sorbets. After various stages, in- 
cluding at The Modern, Grace and No- 
Mad, Ursula continued her training in 
Europe under chefs Albert Adria, 
Oriol Balaguer, and Jordi Fer- 
rer, honing her gastronomic 
techniques and delving 
deep into chocolate. 

Her inspiration to use 
fresh, local ingredients, 
extracts and essences came 
while heading the pastry team at the 
fine dining farm to table restaurant Ca 
LEnric in Spain’s Catalonia region. 
In 2017, she returned to the U.S. and 
headed to the Hudson Valley's famed 
Mohonk Mountain House. As assistant 
pastry chef, she was involved in the re- 


sort’s multimillion dollar renovation, . 


spearheading recipe development, 
kitchen design and implementing a 
new bread and chocolate program. 
Soon after, the farms and waters of 
the North Fork beckoned, and Ursula 
found herself knocking on the door 
of the North Fork Table &. Inn, work- 
ing with chef Claudia Fleming, who 
encouraged her to start her own line 
of chocolates. Ursula launched Disset 
Chocolate in November 2020. Disset 
means “17” in Catalan, Ursula’s native 
language, and XVII (Seventeen) is her 
second name.

This summer is just about the 
busiest I’ve seen in all my years. Man- 
hattan lies just 100 miles to the west— 
the city that never sleeps. We all keep 
a phone in our pocket that contains 
more information than the world’s 

most storied libraries, constantly buzz- 
ing and pinging. As wonderous as all of 
this is, it gets to be too much. With all the 
motion, we forget where we are going. With all the excitement, 
we forget what it is all about. With the constant barrage of in- 
formation, knowledge and wisdom evade us. That is why God, 
among His Ten Commandments, tells us to take a day of rest—a 
day that belongs to Him, a day set aside for the sacred. 

In addition to needing time to reconnect with God, to attune 
ourselves to our spiritual consciousness, we need also to have 
sacred space—places that are conducive to the work of the heart, 
spaces that liberate us from the mundane and the overwhelm- 
ing.

Our 
beaches, bluffs, ponds, and woods are the God’s sanctuary, and 
when we encounter them in the right frame of mind, they serve 
as a much-needed counterbalance to the madness of contem- 
porary life. 

This summer let’s make a point to nourish our souls. Let’s 
get into and respect our wilderness. Let’s allow the wonder and 
beauty to direct our hearts and minds, to open our conscious- 
ness to all that is good, all that is blessed, and all that is sacred.

Spiritual Places to Explore 


Rabbi Josh Franklin 
Where is it that you find sacred space? While the Israel- 
ites wander through the wilderness in the Book of Exodus, 
God commands them to “make mesanctuary so that I can 
dwell among them (Exodus 25:8).” Even today we fail to 
see what the Israelites missed at the time: God also dwells 
in the wilderness. The most spiritual of places aren’t built 
but found in nature. In Hebrew, the word for “wilderness” 
is midbar, which also means the place of speaking. In other 
words, the wilderness is the place where God speaks to us. There 


are places throughout the Hamptons that I go to be alone, and to hear the gentle 


whisper of God’s voice. Here are my top three hidden spiritual places to visit in the 
Hamptons: ; 

The bluffs at Cedar Point Park, East Hampton 

Hike up the trails to the northern most point of Cedar Point Back in East Hamp- 
ton and you'll walk along a stretch of bluffs atop a drop hundreds of feet to a pris- 
tine beach. The high perch offers a full panoramic view of Gardiner’s Bay. I’ve sat 
uninterrupted for hours on these cliffs just gazing into the distance and listening 
to the orchestra of waves and wind. 

The Walking Dunes, Napeague 

The Walking Dunes in Napeague aren’t like any other natural space I’ve been 
to in the Hamptons. Then again, they may not be like any other place on earth. A 
series of mammoth eighty-foot dunes constantly shift with the winds causing a di- 


verse ecosystem of plant life to be simultaneously swallowed and revealed. Find a 


pew of sand on top a dune and observe one of the natural marvels of the Hamptons. 

W. Scott Cameron Beach, Bridgehampton 

I don’t go to the beach to surf, swim, or get a nice tan. In fact, I don’t spend much 
time at W. Scott Cameron Beach, but it is quite frequently the destination point for 
many of my bike rides. As I cruise down the Dune Rd peninsula, I look past the 
exquisite modern mansions that line both sides of the street and focus my atten- 
tion instead on the ocean to my left, and Mecox Bay to my right. I am calmed by the 
beauty of the water here, always finding an extra level of meditative stillness by the 
time I reach W. Scott Cameron Beach.

_I moved to Sag Harbor in 1992 to 
get a bit of a life beyond my career 
and become the athletic girl I’d always 
wanted to be.

_ We played a beautiful course on the 
North Fork and afterwards decided on 
a little restaurant Jim knew on Shelter 
Island. After the oysters; we pondered. 
our next move over espresso and a 
rare grappa served only at this par- 
ticular haunt.

“I wonder if it’s still 
open.” 

“I love pool!” (My brother. and I 
were a bit of a hustling team in our 
youth.) After I’d triumphed and won a 
few bucks, I asked, “Now what?.I wish 
there were another sport we could do.” 

“There’s always the Whale’s Tale 
Mini-Golf,” he said. “They’re open 
late.” 

Jim is taller, stronger and younger 
than I am, and, well, a man, but other 
than that, we're even. Still, mini-golf 
is the great equalizer. This is a game 


that depends on finesse, 

control and the ability to 

hold back a giggle when 

aiming at a clown’s mouth. 
I was born for this. 

In short, it was harrowing. Jim 
pulled ahead, I pulled ahead, and so it 
went. The place was mainly populated 
with children who couldn't under- 
stand why two adults were betting on 
every hole and holding things up. We 
finished in a tie and Jim insisted on a 
sudden-death playoff.

Edie Windsor Healthcare Center

B ig things are happening out east. 


in the world of healthcare for the 
LBGTQ+ community. 
When the Edie Windsor Healthcare 
Center (EWHC), formerly known as 
the David E. Rogers, M.D. Center in 
Southampton, officially reopens on 
June 11, it will not only have a new lo- 
cation in Hampton Bays, it will have 
an expanded facility and purpose: to 
serve as Long Island’s first compre- 
hensive LGBTQ+ Health Center. 


That means that in addition to con- ° 


tinuing to provide support and health 
and care management to people liv- 
ing with HIV/AIDS and HIV testing 
through The Rose Walton Services— 
a cornerstone of the. facility since it 


opened in 1994—the center will now . 


include primary care services and ex- 
panded mental health services for all 
members of the LGBTQ+ community. 

“Tm very excited about it.” says 
Judith Kasen-Windsor, widow of the 
late Edie Windsor, a Southampton 
resident and LGBTQ+ trailblazer who 
successfully paved the way for same- 
sex marriage in the United States. 
Windsor died suddenly in 2017 but 
her legacy lives on. ; 

“When they (Stony Brook South- 
ampton Hospital) came to me to ask 


if they could rename the David Rog- 


ers Center, the HIV center for 
the last 20-25 years, to the 
Edie Windsor Healthcare /—

“We can connect you 
with the resources in the city 
and with services that you can’t 
even possibly imagine,” says Kasen- 
Windsor who is “super excited” about 
a collaboration with a transgender re- 
source center in Islip. : 


The mission of the Edie Windsor 
Healthcare Center is clear: “to pro- 
vide accessible, compassionate, com- 
prehensive, state of the art care to all 
members of the LGBTQ+ community 
and to people living with HIV infec- 
tion.” 

But how do you provide targeted 
healthcare to a community that is of- 
ten hidden or fearful about discussing 
their personal lives and medical and 
mental needs? _ 

“We do know that the LGBTQ+ com- 
munity utilizes healthcare less and has 
health risks that are higher than nor- 
mal in other populations,” says Rob- 
ert S. Chaloner, Chief Administration 
Officer at Stony Brook Southampton 
Hospital. 

As the expansion and relocation 


plans developed between Stony Brook 
Medicine and Stony Brook Southamp- 
ton Hospital, which oversees the oper- 
ations of the Edie Windsor Healthcare 


Center, it became clear: there was a 


lack of data to understand the size, age 
range and specific health care needs of 
the LGBTQ+ population, “a challenge . 
that exists on both the local and na- 
tional level,” says Chaloner. _ 

“We knew through quick, informal 
surveys there is a need for primary 
care and the need for expanded men- 
tal health care,” says Chaloner, “but 
there was lack of specific data in our 
market...people may be hesitant to 
talk about personal issues and a large 
part of the population still isn’t out of 
the closet..We wanted to respect their 
privacy but we still want to know their

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needs,” he says. 

Chaloner, who is “thrilled” about 
the new Edie Windsor Center, because 
it is “bigger, more modern and also 
gives us the ability to do more clinical 
services than the old space,” framed 
the particular challenge of providing 
world class healthcare to an under- 
served community. __ 

“Our commitment is to provide an 
environment where we take away the 
biases and barriers and open up ac- 
cess and make sure the right special- 


ists are available,” says Chaloner. That’ 


goal lead to a partnership with Stony 
Brook Medicine to administer a new 


Health Needs Assessment Survey on 

Long Island—a landmark study that 

-will seek vital data and shape the fu- 

ture of LGBTQ healthcare in Nassau 
and Suffolk counties. 

_ In conjunction with more than 20 
partners, including Suffolk County 
epartment of Health, Women’s Di- 
eae Network and OLA of Eastern 
Long Tsland, the survey is part of an 
initiative “to provide the best health 
care. possible and to make sure the 
right specialists are available depend- 
ing on the needs of the pepelation,: 
pte Chaloner. 

“The LGBTQ+ Health Needs As- 
sessment Survey is online, anony- 
mous and open to all LGBTQ+ adults 
age 18 years and older, including 
those questioning their identity, and 
who currently reside in either Nassau 
or Suffolk counties,” says Chaloner. 

“Eligible respondents. also include 
college, university and _ technical 
school students on Long Island who 
are 18 years or older, regardless of 

their permanent address.” 

The survey takes approximately 15- 
20 minutes to complete and the link 
will be distributed by the partnership 
organizations during Pride Month 
through June 30. Respondents are 
encouraged to forward the survey link 
to eligible friends and colleagues. 

Meanwhile, at the new Edie Wind- 


sor Healthcare Center, the staff and ° 


patients are buzzing about the chang- 
es and expansion. 
Maureen Coley, a clinical social 
worker who has been with the Cen- 
ter for 20 years providing counsel- 
ing, therapy and case management to 
help patient navigate insurance and 
“get access to the kind of comprehen- 
sive care in a system that can be very 
complicated,” is excited about the new 
facility. 
_ “Sts fantastic,” she says. “It’s bigger, 
it’s brighter it’s a really nice location, 
more easily accessible and we are 
able to access other health services—

trans health, substance abuse, men- 
tal health. We have a very good team 


here. We are now open to primary 


care and offer comprehensive call—all 
in house.” 

The center's primary care is an- 
chored around Dr. Eric Lella, the 
center’s medical director and a board 
certified family medicine physician 
with specialization in neuromusculo- 
skeletal medicine 


“We believe you should always start. 
with a good primary care provider,” 


says Chaloner, “that person becomes 
the coach for your health care.” 

Lella, an Osteopathic physician who 
focuses on treating the whole person 
as an interconnected unit (mind, 
body, spirit) along with Dr. Eric Sin, 
an infectious disease specialist, and 
Dr. Paul Garson, a psychiatrist, are 
the attending physicians. The center’s 
longtime infectious disease physi- 
cian’s assistant is Jennifer Joly. 

“We are an LGBTQ+ affirming 
practice,” says Lella. “We offer pri- 
mary care services for anyone in the 


LGBTQ+ population, but we also pro-_ 


vide primary care services for patients 
who are allies or people not in that 
community—there is no reverse dis- 
crimination here. I have many OMT 
patients—some who have HIV but 
who aren't LGBTQ+, some who are 
straight and don’t have HIV. We are 
an: open practice for the community 
and for whoever wants to establish 
here.” 


A New Jersey native, Lella says he . 


came out east for “the unique inte- 
grative residency program at Stony 
Brook Southampton hospital.” Lella 
has been with his husband for 8 1/2 
years—they married last year, and live 
in Hampton Bays. _ 

Lella is particularly enthusiastic 
about the Center’s new location. 

“The benefits are that we have ra- 
diology services in this building and 
a number of different specialties and 
specialists, GI, allergist, cardiology, all 
under the Stony Brook Medicine roof. 

He describes the staff of 10 as “ab- 
solutely wonderful — some of the 


coolest and nicest people I have gotten 


a chance to work with.” 

For Jimmy Mack, a Southampton 
resident and EMT volunteer who has 
been coming to the center since it 
opened and who tested positive for 
HIV in 1987 and has been living wit 
AIDS since 1997, the re-opening and 
new expansion is both personal and 
emotional. 

“They have literally saved my life 
on a couple of occasions,” says Mack. 
“The new place is bigger, better and 
beautifully located. I’m so excited 


about it. Everyone who works there is 
like family—that’s how they treat you. 
I can’t say enough good things. We are 
blessed to have them out here.” 
For Kasen-Windsor, the support of 
the center is crucial. To that end, she 
and Southampton Town Supervisor 
Jay Schneiderman have established 
the Windsor Heart Project, a heart- 
shaped stone platform of interlocking 
smaller hearts on the lawn outside 
of Southampton Town Hall where 
many couples are married. Proceeds 
from purchasing a heart (where you 
can customize an inscription) directly

June 20 will be proclaimed “Edie 
Windsor Day” in New York—a fitting 
tribute on Windsor’s birthday. 

“It’s not just about Edie, it’s about 


the LGBTQ+ community. Edie was . 


a genius, she coded, she worked for 
IBM. She was fearful and in the closet 
for all those years; she was very low 
key until probably the late 1980s,” 
says Kasen-Windsor. 

At the new center, the goal is to 
open up the doors to expanded care, 
while respecting privacy. 

“Sometimes people even on the East 
End of Long Island feel it’s a small 
town and people want to know their 
confidentiality is being protected and 
that they can feel safe and comfortable 
where they are coming for care,” says 
Coley. “We really try to stress that we 


are open and welcome and will help 


you and protect your privacy as well.” 
Chaloner says “we will always ac- 
cept donations,” but emphasizes “the 
importance of word of mouth early 
on” to support the Center. 
_ “We want to see it grow and we 
like feedback,” he adds. “Visibility is 
very important. In the next few weeks 
we encourage people to fill out the 
totally anonymous survey—the more 
data we have, the better we can plan 
for the future and work with our 
partner organizations to build better 
services.”

T o camp, or not to camp, that is the 
question. 

If you or your children are not as 
fond of slings and arrows as you are of 
Shakespeare, here’s some outrageous- 
ly fortunate news for you. 

Hamptons Shakespeare Festival is 
bringing back Camp Shakespeare Au- 
gust 9-13 and 16-20 (one and two-week 
sessions) at St. Michael’s Lutheran 
Church in Amagansett. This will mark 
the 22nd summer of the program and 
a returnto in-person activities after 
being held online last year. 

Camp Shakespeare is a creative pro- 
gram for kids and teens, ages 8-15. Ac- 
tivitiesinvolve acting, theater games, 
improvisation, movement, voice 
and theatrical arts and crafts led by 
trained theater educators in an atmo- 
sphere of discovery and cooperation. 
Each weeklong session culminates in 

a performance for family and friends. 

We asked David Brandenberg, the 
artistic director of the Hamptons 
Shakespeare Festival, a few camp 
questions. 


How many kids can you ac- 
commodate? 


We typically have 15-20 kids per 
week. 


How do you feel getting back to 
it after 2020? 

It’s very exciting! We did an online 
program last summer, which worked 
and included kids from around the 
country, but it’s quite different to focus 
on a screen. Being immersed in an en- 
vironment where kids all around are 
involved in the same fun and creative 
project is energizing. 


Do you do scene work? 

Absolutely. The kids perform a 
shortened version of a Shakespeare 
play at the end of each week. Activities 
include scene work and making cos- 
tumes, props, and scenery for the per- 
formance, as well as general activities 
like theater games and improvisation. 


Tell me about some really grat- 
ifying experiences with some of 
the kids over the years. What are 
some of the fondest memories? 

A few moments come to mind from 
the 20-plus years of Camp Shake- 
speare:

made about his friend who wouldn't be 
returning the following summer. 

* Seeing several kids grow up over 
the years in Camp Shakespeare, as 
well as through volunteering and in- 
terning with the Festival. 

* Running across former campers, 
now in college or in the “real world,” 
involved in the arts or not, who men- 


tion how much Camp Shakespeare 
meant to them. 


What do you see the relevance 
of this camp in the present and 
the future? 

The camp is largely about spark- 
ing creativity in kids, and working 
and playing together toward a shared 
goal. That’s especially important now 
when we’ve been apart for so long. But 
I think it’s always essential to provide 
those experiences to kids. 


What do you hope is the biggest 
take-away for your campers? 

There are so many take-aways for 
the campers: transforming something 
they've imagined into reality, support- 
ing each other, leadership skills, lan- 
guage skills, to name just a few. I think 
a key aspect, though, is exploring the 
stories and characters of the pays, and 
instilling confidence in them to tell 
their own stories, whatever those sto- 
ries might be. 

Tuition is $400-475 per week, and 
financial aid is available. Pre-registra-
